ed as though the moving body had been 
a column of unyielding, solid substance 
And such it was in effect; for th 
''black cloud" was composed largely o 
objects that it had caught up from th 
earth. When it swept against a tree 
the cloud seemed to wrap around it 
grinding off the bark, stripping th 
branches from the trunk, and final!;

At the hour 
stated two terrible currents of air, one 
from the northeast and the other from 
the southwest, beaiing clouds chargec 
with electricity, were hurled together 
right at the fated' locality. Right in 
the center of that part of town arounc 
the railroad station, the storm met, anc 
the work of destruction commenced 
Through the night a oquad of men wenl 
to work to remove the debris and gath 
cr up the wounded, dying and dead thai 
were scattered everywhere. 


The scene beggars all human attempt) 


at description. 
To-day the citizens 


have closed their places of business 
and are devoting the day to caring fo: 
the dead and wuunded. Eighteen wen 
killed outright and fifty more or lesi 
wounded, some perhaps fatally. 
Afte 


the storm some of the ruins caught fire 
but it was checked before spreading to 
any extent. About 10 o'clock a perfec 
water-spout visited the scene to render 
it more horrible. 
Men and women wer 


found decapitated, their limbs torn from 
the body and otherwise mutilated, a 
quarter of a mile from thicr homes

For some daya past Mr. James Million 


has allowed bis handsome pair of black 
mares to run at liberty in the pasture near 
the brick dwelling on West Main street.

MESSRS. EDITORS:—One of the severest 


storms that has visited this section of 
the country came last night, accompanied 
by almost incessant lightning and thun- 
der.

election next fall, and don't you forget it.
